By {dentitying the two viruses, 
doctors may distinguish friend 
from. foe in thelr fight against 
pollomyelitis. They hope to tind) 
means of encouraging the ally 
which nature provides. 

In announcing the result of the! 
research, a spokesman familiar) 
with it sald: 

“This does not mean that a new 
method of treatment has been 
found. The work simply repre- 
sents an encouraging signpost 
gn the long path of research. It| 
confirms work done elsewhere. 
‘The pattern becomes clearer and| 
‘Sclentists will be enabled to deal 
with some of the mysteries of the 
disease.”

Consumption of beer reached a 
record —175,403,092 gailons—dur- 
{ing the year ended March 31, 1949, 
the Bureau of Statistics reported 
Weamesday. 

Liquor consumption was lower 
than the previous year, But It still 
was higher than in any year ex- 
cept the record 1947-48 - fiscal 
year. 

Tt was a big year, too, for the 

tederal tax collector. He got $141,-| 
734,386 from taxes. on. aleobolle' 
beverages. Provinclal governments 
got more, but provincial revenues 
for the teal year were not avall 
able.

Unwise mana- 
‘gement, greedy lumbering, stream 
pollution, fence-iine plowing, ov- 
er-shooting, poisonous weed-kil- 
lers and insectides — these and 
many other crimes against wild.

It Is suf- 
ficient here to state that both 
species could. have been saved by 
the exercise of even the most ru- 
dimentary. management methods.

Naw other species are threat. 
‘ened. The bison, fortunately, wa 
rescued in time. No need for wor- 
ry there. The white-tailed deer 
is safe and on the increase. But 
what of our elk and our moose? 

Modern farming methods havi 
40 reduced the natural habitat of 
the pinnated grouse or prairie 
chicken that he is*now on the 
protected Ust, his numbers dwind~ 
ling. Our native quall no longer 
whistle from public covers where 
once they were plentiful. Our ruf- 
fed grouse show a gradual but 
none the less steady decline. 

To be sure, there have been 
substitutions that have taken up 
the slack In someveases, but these 
do not excuse the laxity that is 
responsible for the loss or reduc- 
tlon of our native species.

Revolt Brewmg 
In Bavaria 
Against Beer Tax 


By DONALD DOANE 

Munich, Germany, Jan. 10 —; 
(AP) — There's a revolt brewing 
in Bavaria against the high tax 
‘on beer. 

In this big south German state 
they brew more beer and drink 
more beer than any place else 
in the world. 

Or at least they used to. Now,’ 
Bavarians grumble, they can’t 
afford enough beer to keep them 
healthy and brewers can't sell 
enough to keep busy. 

‘Why, last year, according to 
official statistics,’ the beer con- 
sumption is Bavaria was only 63. 
quarts = person. 

‘You think that's high? In 1912 
the average Bavarian drank 311 
quarts a year — nearly » quart 
a day. As late as 1049 he drank 
212 quarts. 

‘A decline lke that 1s both = 
social and an economic problem 
In this state which depends 50 
heavily‘on beer for its calories 
and Its income. 

‘The breweries, just beginning 
to get on thelr feet again after 
the war, are working at far less 
than capacity. Thousands of 
workers are losing employment. 
Taverns. Nearly. Empty 

Most of the quaint old taverns 
where Bavarians in leather pants 
and feathered hats used to holst 
big stone mugs are nearly empty. 

Brewers and consumers alike 
blame the state government, 
which classed beer as a luxury 
and slapped on a stiff tax of about 
seven cents a quart * 

‘The Bavarian insists beer is no 
luxury, but a necessity. 

For a long time after the war 
there was hardly any real beer. 
In those starvation days Germans. 
were forbidden to make the us- 
ual strong brew because the grain 
was needed for food. 

‘The result was a weak, watery 
imitation” But even that poor

‘Reviewing international cur- 
rency experience.during the 19th 
and 20th centuries, Mr, Mulr re- 
ferred to the stability of sterling 
before 1914, “Several important 
factors contributed to the endur- 
ing dependability of the sterling 
standard. First, debtor nations 
accepted exchange parities which 
they were able to maintain 
through relatively small adjust- 
ments of prices and money in- 
comes. Second, « debtors were! 
‘willing to accept the discipline of 
the gold standard and to acqulese, 
under the rules of that standard, 
in the price and Income adjust- 
ments which thelr trading posi 
tion required. And third, the 
world's creditor, Great Britain, 
made additional’ sterling avail- 
Jable through the vigorous inter- 
national lending of her financial 
and business community and the 
free trade policy of her govern- 
ment.” 


COMBINE PAST, PRESENT 
“In meeting any emergency we 


must combine the lessons of the|| 


past with Inventiveness and Im- 
agination in the present. In the 
Past, as In any relatively normal 
period, responsibility for interna. 
tional ‘economic stability was di- 
vided between the creditor and 
Jdedtor countries of the world. But, 
In period immediately following 
the second world war the primary 
responsibility lay with the credi- 
tors; and in meeting this respon- 
sibility, the United States and 
‘Canada embarked on an unpre- 
cedented program of loans and 
ifts to the war-torn countries of 


nations of — Europe,| 
through thelr own efforts and 
with the help of loans and gifts 
from abroad, have built up their 
[production to the pre-war stand~ 
lard. Further progress in produc-| 
tlon would be immensely benefi- 
clal, but the immediate problem 
has’ become not production as such| 
but efficient production. In other| 
words, we are back to normal 
times again in the sense that the 
jold problems of competition in 
international trade, such as costs, 
prices, and salesmanship, must 
‘once more be met. Under these 
conditions, we still need the in- 
ventiveness and — imagination 
which have, helped debtor and 
creditor countries by co-opera- 
{ive effort to progress ax far 
they have along the rosa to world 
recovery. But we need also to 
restore as nearly as we can the| 
favorable economle environment 
that made International stability 
possible in the golden age of the 
sterling standard...” 


‘THE CANADIAN ECONOMY 


Mr. Mulr discussed the Cana- 
dian economy in 1949 under four 
main heads: “(1) Canada's repu- 
tation, (2) Canada’s record, (3) 
‘Canada’s weakness, and (4) Can- 
‘ada’s streny 
(Q) Canada'’s* Reputation, Mr. 
‘Muir pointed out that among for- 
‘eign observers “Canada 1s at once| 
the bulwark of free enterprise, 
and a model of wisdom of gov- 
‘ernment regulation; the possessor} 
of an admirable private banking 
system and of the best practice 
In efficient Central Bank control: 
the stronghold of a sound con- 
servative tradition and the home 
of interesting experiments in| 
political and economic order.” 
“We don't have to be too 
modest, at least among ourselves 
We can spare ourselves an infer- 
fority complex and, the abnormal 
national behavior ‘to which it 
may give rise. As a nation, we 
have accomplished much; not all 
fof It 4s good, but the power for 
‘good is there; and in 1949, as in 
previous years, our good repute 
{s, in large measure, supported by 
our record.” 
(2). Canada's Record. * Mr. Mulr 
briefly summarized Canadian 
business conditions in 1949. The 
year saw “a further increase’ in 
Canada's industrial plant and 
equipment, the maintenance of 
the high levels of consumption 
attained In 1948, and the over-all 
expansion of the net and gross 
national product beyond the 
record levels of a year ago.” He 
noted too that “Canada is one of 
‘the few countries today that 
can still boast a substantial bud-| 
get surplus.

Devaluation has at least 
broken the log jam; but we 
must take immediate advant- 
age of this initial break in the

The steps, in my opinion, are 

as follows:

This 
‘means a return to the two basic 
requirements of responsible 
creditor nations: vigorous In- 
ternational lending and free 
trade, 



































































nerability to the current unbal- 
‘ance in International markets. 
‘After summarizing Canada’s trade 
in 1949, two main conclusions 
were stressed: “First, our over-all 
surplus with the world 1s dwind- 
ling; and, second, our direct earn 
ings of dollars through exports to 
the United States is becoming 
relatively more important than 
our indirect earnings of dollars| 
through trade with U.-S.-financed 
Europe.” 

Mr.‘Mulr referred to the danger

“The most favorable develop-| 
ment in our world trade would 
be an increase in our imports| 
from Europe and especially trom 
the United Kingdom, or increased 
dollar earnings by these countries 
in thelr trade with the United 
States.” 

“To attempt this shift through 
further curbs on imports from the 
United States would be a move 
backward to more rigid exchange 
controls with all the disadvant- 
ages of such a move for ourselves 
and for the world economy. For- 
tunately, the recent devaluations 
have provided some Incentive for 
precisely the shift we have in| 
mind without an increase in con 
trols...” 

“The plain truth fs that Cana- 
a's domestic prosperity depends 
upon our handling of = compll- 
cated forelgn-trade problem. And| 
in the final analysis both our 
domestic prosperity and the fu-| 
ture of world trade itself will 
depend upon a concerted inter- 
national effort by all nations to 
return along the path we outlined 
‘earlier; that ts, along the path to 
multilateral world trade unham- 
pered by exchange restrictions, 
bilateral pacts, and all the para- 
phernalia of government con-

Mr. T!H Atkinson, General 
Manager, reviewed the 149 An- 
‘nual Report and stated that the! 
bank's assets had risen by. $112,- 
498,000 during the year to $2,334,- 
985,000 and that liquid assets! 
constituted 76.27% of the total 
abilities to the public, Commer- 
‘clal loans had also increased, Mr. 
Atkinson reported deposits at 
new all-time high of $2,192,140, 
}000, an amount two-and-a-half 
thmestthat of 9 years ago. The! 
number of deposit accounts to- 
talled nearly 2,000,000, which in- 
cluded more than’ 1,500,000) 
safiags sccounis in Canaie. “An 
increase of $1,400,810 in profits! 
over the previous year was noted 
by Mr. Atkinson and after pro- 
viding for the customary deduc- 
tions, including taxes of $4,435,000 
and dividends for shareholders, 
there was a carry forward in 
Profit and Loss Account of 
$9,800,313. 


IMPROVED FACILITIES 


Referring to the provision of 
new premises, Mr, Atkinson said: 
“Since our last report eleven new 
branch offices have been con- 
structed at points where facilities 
‘were inadequate and where ex- 
tension of existing premises was 
impracticable and at forty-six 
other points improvements and 
extensions of a major character 
have been completed . . . In 
order to better strve the public 
in districts which are expanding 
we opened twelve branches and 
six sub-branches in Canada.

Mackenzie's Column: 
Republic ‘Comes 
Into Being Under 
Heavy Pressure

(Associated Press News Analyst) 


New Dethi, Jan. 17 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Nehru's govern- 
‘ment has rejected as superfluous 
the warnings of astrologers that 
Jan, 26, 1950, is not an auspicious 
date for launching the Republic 
of India. 

‘The government of India knows 
without consulting the stars that 
the constitution of the new Re- 
public Is being launched at a 
most inauspicious time and un- 
der most unfavorable conditions 

‘The new, Republic will come 
Into being under heavy internal 
and external pressures. The 
problems confronting its govern= 
ment are complex, and solution 
of many of them sppears impos- 
able. 

Nevertheless, India's lers, 
tay, I's now or never. Having 
come this far on the road to com= 
plete independence, there is 
nothing to be gained In waiting 
for favorable omens. 

Here are some of the more, 
pressing concerns of the men who 
Tead India: 

Economy — India’s dilemma 
for generations has been how to 
feed, housé and provide employ- 
ment for a population that con-| 
Unues to grow by the millions 
yearly. The Nehru government 
has declared India must be self- 
sufficient in food by the end of 
1951, Perhaps with great sacri-~ 
fice and bard work, this goal can 
be reached. Many experts doubt 
India's food production can keep 
abreast ofits birth rate. 

India Is classed as an undevel- 
oped area. It needs capital for 
Industrial government. Indian 
capital is virtually on strike. So 
long as Indlans refuse to finance 
their own country's de ent 
foreign capital is unlikely fo vol- 
unter. 

Britain still owes India an 
enormous war debt. As long as 
most of her credits remain in 
sterling, India. is unable to break 
away from the sterling bloc and 
‘must-asbare its headaches. 

Internal Divisions — India ts 
not yet a completely unified, in- 
tegrated nation. There are intense | 
regional rivalries. These flared 
{into the open last year when ex- 
treme Nationalists forced consu- 
tutional provision that Hindu be 
the national language. Only a 
portion of the country is familiar 
with Hind! 

Resctlonsry Movements — tn- 
dependence has given a boost to 
‘the popularity of ultra - orthodox 
jand near-totalitarian organiza- 
‘tions such as the Hindu Mahasab- 
ha and the Sikh Akall Dal. These 
organizations, led by power-hun- 
gry fanatics, already are meddl- 
Ing in politics. 

Political Incapacity—Although 
Nehru leads a number of able 
and talented men in the central 
government, provincial politics.

Ottawa, Jan. 19 — (CP) — A’ 
new Anglo-Canggian cheese con- 
tract under which Canada will 
sell the United Kingdom approxi 
mately 85,000,000 pounds of 
Cheddar at 25 cents a pound was 
announced today, by Agriculture 
Minister Gardiner. 

Although the shipment will be 
about 35,000,000 pounds greater 
than the 1049 contract, the price 
fs a drop of six. cenis a pound 
from last year's price of 31 cents 
& pound on deliveries to Mont-| 
real. 

To ease the producers’ burden 
In shouldering this sharp price 
decline, Mr, Gardiner sald the 
government will support the 
domestic price of cheese in 1950 
at 28 cents a pound. 


Charged to-Treasury 


Tn other words, the government, 
will buy the cheese at 28 cents a 
pound and sell it to the U.K. at! 
25 cents. The loss, which may 
total about $2,500,000, will be 
charged to the federal treasury. 
“This arrangement {s for the 
year 1950 only,” » Mr. Gardiner 
sald in @ statement issued at a 
press conference, “and is de- 
signed to assist cheese producers 
in making the adjustment to the 
lower price level.” 
‘The 1950’ Anglo - Canadian 
contract is not as firm as 
in 1949.\Under the 1940) 
contract, the U.K, agreed to take 
delivery of a straight 50,000,000 
pounds, 


Not Bound So Tightly 


This year, the agreement does! 
not bind the UGK. so tightly. 
Under 1t, Canada promises to 
make a” minimum delivery of 
,000,000 pounds — 77,000,000 
pounds with a 10-per-cent toler= 
ance — and the U.K. promises to: 
purchase “up to” 84,700,000 
pounds, 

However, if the agreement is 
carried out'as announced, it Is ex= 
pected that Canada will be able 
to clear most of her cheese sur- 
plus In shipments to the U.K. 

That surplus likely will amount |
